Washington, February 13—With 


the dates for the assembling of th< 
national conventions of the two grea 
political parties only about ninetj 
days distant, interest of anticipation 
in their developments grows apace 
along with livelier activities of th> 
advocates who got into the field 
early. 
So far the president-making 


industry has mainly been confined to 
disseminating literature in which the 
aspirants loom heroically, but al 
that will be forgotten when things be- 
gin to happen in primary elections 
and conventions which choose dele- 
gates to the national event. 
Un 


biased, 
sensible people, are only 


amused by straw votes and vocifera- 
tions as proceeding from some other 
impulse than interest in a wise con- 
clusion. The next few weeks will see 
something of this sort which will 
afford the one reliable evidence o: 
preferences. 


It now looks as though the com- 


ing campaign will be fought out for 
the most part on the tariff, or ques- 
tions closely related to methods of 
handling moneys derived from' the 
people by a vast system of taxation 
The Democrats have tackled tariff 
reformation with an energy that will 
be productive of interesting results, 
contending for revision and reduction 
solely with regard to lowering the 
cost of living and at the same time 
producing sufficient revenue. Presi- 
dent Taft and his following have ac- 
cepted the issue of contention against 
the recognition of the protective sys- 
tem and will not shrink from waging 
the campaign to a finish with th,at as 
a paramount question.

Hall testified that Capt. James R.

United States to confer with Crom- 
well on the revolution, 'he said. 


"Captain Beers," continued Hall, 


"acted as Mr. Cromwell's agent on 
the Isthmus.

that the revolution was fomented."

My, hut it was cold and windy the 
day I was there, but not too much so 
for me to walk a mile down the tract 
to see the wreck of the Xew York 
milk train. 


Now this train has generally anc 


had that day thirty-three cars, each 
one loaded with milk. 
Talk abou 


milk, I never saw so much at one 
time in my life. 
Here were fifteen 


great large cars all in a heap anc 
each one had been loaded with three 
hundred and fifty cans of milk anc 
each can held foity quarts. 
Now 


thirty cars of this milk train were 
loaded with cans, three hundred and 
fifty to a car, making 14,000 cans 
and forty quarts to each can making 
a total of 420,000 quarts. Three of 
the cars were loaded with bottled 
milk or milk in glass jars. 
How 


many of these are put in a. car I do 
not know. These three cars were not 
wrecked. 
Some of the wrecked cars 


had been thrown, over and many of 
the cans were broken open and there 
was a good-sized stream of milk run- 
ning into the river from the broken 
cans. I was told that there were two 
such, trains of milk from up in New 
York State each day. Think of 840,- 
000 quarts of milk passing over one 
railroad, the Lehigh Valley, for the 
city in twenty-four hours, and this is 
only one branch of thijs great system.

This 
he did, and after the company for 
wbom"he was "working took out what 
was theirs for rent and coal there 
•was twelve cents' due the poor, hard- 
working miner, and the weather, as 
you know, has been very bitter ever 
since and he had no money to buy 
warm clothes. 


All the jobbers here in the hard 


coal fields complain most bitterly 
about collections and not being able 
to get pay from the merchants. Is it 
any wonder the merchant does not 
pay when he has men for customers 
who only draws 12 cents for a two 
weeks' pay? Nay, nay. 
Not much 


wonder that the wives of these very 
miners are driven out onto the banks 
barefooted this kind ot weather to 
gather some refused coal with which 
to keep the babies warm.

Artificial Wood, 


Louis Carre, in England, has. in- 


vented a process,for the, artificial pro- 


uction of wood from straw or dried 
rass.

wood, not only in the manufacture of

'he straw is passed through crushing 
oils and then through cylindrical 
utters, which divide it into strips. 
Vfterwards, supplied with an adhesive 
he strips enclosed on top and bottom 
vith layers of paper, are passed be- 
ween other rolls, and through linked 
moulds in the form of a chain, where 
hey are subjected to pressure and 
heat, from which they issue in the 
orm of round splints, which are then 
3ut into the proper lengths for 
matches.—Scientific American.

A NORWEGIAN WORD, 


Origin of "Budstikken," Which Msari 


"Spreading the News." 


Thi<5 peculiar word is frequent U 


found in Scandinavian communities a 
the name of a newspaper, such a* St 
Cloud Budstikken. It is a Xorwegidi 
word. 1.200 years old at the least ai.d 
has a very peculiar origin. 


In those days, when the coasts o1 


Norway were ravaged by pirates, tbe^ 
inhabitants had' to resort to all sorr-' 
of devices to warn those at a distant-^ 
of the approach of these piratical t raft' 
When one was seen on the horizon n' 
man went up to the top of a mountain 
where -he lighted a beacon fire. Thi- 
could be seen for a long distance and 
was known to be a warning. When 
it was seen In the distance auothei 
fire was lighted on another hill uiiril. 
all over ther country fires blazed from 
every hilltop aud the people pro laroc1" 
to defend themselves. 


They also hnd.a system of messei 


gers. The man who first slajltteil tlipi 
sail would take an arrow and send i 
1 


to his neighbors. From town to t o - n 
this arrow was sant uniil all v. c1 
warned. These were rather primitiv 
ways of telegraphing, but v-eie so ef 
fectual that in the coai.se of tv.enty- 
four hours all Norwav knew of the ap 
proach of pirates. 


This system of spreading the news 


was called "budstikken," and when 
there were no moie pirates tile news- 
papers became spreaders of the news 
and so were appropriately styled "bud- 
stikken."—Exchange.

John K. Tener the board sat in spe-

How to Tell if Peaches are Injured 


A 
prominent peach 
growei 
in 


Western Pennsylvania wrote to Prof. 
H. A. Surface, State Zoologist, Ilar- 
risburg, for information concerning 
the effects of the recent cold weather 
on the peach crop. The reply was as 
follows: 


"All peach buds which I have ex- 


amined from several counties, were 
killed, excepting one lot received 
from the Cumberland Valley. In this 
there were enough alive to insure a 
fair crop. 


It is not a difficult matter for peach 


growers to determine now whether or 
not their buds are killed. 
This is 


done by cutting open the large round 
blossom buds, being sure to cut to the 
centre, whether this cut is made by 
splitting them lengthwise or cutting 
across. 
If the bud is alive a very 


small green thread reaching to the 
pistil will be seen there in the centre 
in its natural light green color. If 
the bud is injured, the centre will be 
found to be brown or black. 
It is so 


easy for a person to determine this 
for himself, even without the use of a 
microscope, that each peach grower 
should examine at least one thousand 
buds taken from different parts of 
his own orchard. 


In 
examining this 
number 
he 


should keep a record of the exact 
number found alive. If five'per cent. 
or fifty in one thousand are found 
alive, it will be enough to insure a 
fair crop, although I would prefer ten 
per cent, alive. 
During a normal 


season, a far lower percentage than 
this will be found uninjured,-but as 
a rule nearly all our fruit trees set 
far more buds than Is best for the 
production of first-class fruit. 


It must be remembered that twigs 


can be brought into the house and 
kept in the warm and fairly moist at- 
mosphere, and they will bloom-'even 
though the fruit germ itself is de- 
stroyed. 
Also, the blossoms will 


open on the trees in their proper sea- 
son, but the fruit may have been kill- 
ed by the cold weather. The appear- 
ance of a blossom does not mean the 
setting of fruit. 
The best time to 


make a general examination, without 
loss of time is when the blossoms are 
open, as one can then quickly go 
from one tree to another, look into 
the blossoms and see if the center is 
green or brown. 
However, practical 


fruit growers should at this date 
make examination of their buds and 
decide whether or not they will have 
a fair crop from the present pros- 
pects. 
If they find them practically 


all killed, this is the season to com- 
mence to prune back, as yOu say, in 
ordgr to produce an abundance of 
new wood growth this coming sum- 
mer, which will set fruit buds for the 
next ^year's crop. 
Especially where 


trees have become too high-headed, 
or where there are central stems cut 
out to make modern open-headed 
trees, or where there is too much old 
wood or too dense growth, the prun- 
ing will be a great benefit. Of course, 
this should be combined with proper 
cultivation and fertilization or feed- 
ing the trees. 
If this is done the 


coming period of scant peach produc- 
tion can be turned into partial fruit- 
fulness in the increased crop for the 
following year.'

of Colombia for the control of the 
Panama Canal strip, had failed to 
send all the facts and papers bearing 
on the subject. 
He put in evidence 


letters and cablegrams that passed 
between Dr. Ainador and Mr. Arango, 
Panama officials, prior to,the revolu- 
tion. These, he contended, sustained 
his assertion that the war was inspir- 
ed in the United States. 
He also 


quoted from correspondence from the 
confidential flies of the Navy Depart- 
ment, but which, he said, was with- 
held from Congress under President 
Roosevelt's 
order. 
This he said 


threw light on the navy's activity in 
the warlike preparations. 


Secret Code for Sale 


The witness created a mild sensa- 


tion by declaring that copies of the 
State Department's secret code could 
be bought easily in Paris. 


Representative Levy of New York, 


who had taken the greatest interest 
in Hall's testimony, at this point 
called up the State Department and 
inquired whether the official cipher 
could be included as a part of the 
record of the commission. 
He learn- 


ed that since 1903 the cipher had 
been changed by the Department. 
The committee decided to print the 
entire correspondence and call upon 
the officials of the State Department 
to translate the despatches, which 
the witness asserted had been sup- 
pressed by Mr. Roosevelt. 


Mr. Hall created another sensation 


when he read for a story printed in 
The New York World of June 13, 
1903, of plans for a revolution in 
Panama which was scheduled to take 
place on November 3 of the same 
year, the details printed having been 
given to The World by R. L. Farn- 
ham, an assistant to William Nelson 
Cromwell, after a conference between 
Mr. Cromwell and President Roose-' 
velt at the White House on that day. 
The details of the story printed five 
months in advance of the actual out- 
break in Panama coincided in every 
respect with 'what took place later. 


The committee wanted to know if 


this story had been inspired by Mr. 
Cromwell after his visit to President 
Roosevelt. 
Hall replied that he had 


given the facts just as they had hap- 
pened and the committee could draw 
its own conclusions. 


Archives Not Delivered. 


Hall also pointed out that while 


the Government of the United States 
had paid $40,000,000 for all the 
property and technical plans of the 
New Panama Canal Company, as well 
as the archives of that company, the 
archives had never come into posses- 
sion of this country. They are care- 
fully locked up in a safe in Paris, he 
asserted. 
These archives contain the 


report of William Nelson Cromwell, 
dealing with his negotiations and 
operations from the time the Nica- 
ragua route received favorable at- 
tention at the hands of Congress up 
to the time the Panama route was 
selected. 


Hall 
produced 
Mr. 
Cromwell's 


brief, which contained a dispatch to 
Mr. Beaupre, American Minister at 
Bogota, and which, he asserted, did 
not appear in the correspondence sent 
to the Senate by President Roosevelt. 
Hall then laid before the members of 
the committee the complete official 
correspondence of the Government of 
the United States with the American 
Minister at Bogota printed in secret 
cipher of the State Department. 


He pointed out a number of cables 


which he asserted had been suppress- 
ed in the correspondence submitted 
to the Senate by Mr. Roosevelt. 


Hall will resume his testimony 


Thursday.
